LONDON,  Aug.  5. — 'After  a  debate  which  developed  heati  and' 
16  personal  scene  between  Premier  Lloyd  George  s^nd   Herbert     H. 
j\squith,  the  Government  tonight  defeated  the  motion  of  John  Robeit 
Clyncs  (Laborite)  for  rejection  of  the  new  Irish  Crimes  Bill,  and  the 
measure  passed  second  reading  by  289  to  71.     The  voting  was  car- 
ried out  under  a  motion  made  in  the  House  today  by  Andrew  Bonar 
taw,  providing  for  passage  of  the  bill  by  6  p.m.  tomorrow. 
__ — -Throughout  his.  speech  the  Pr^mier-^as  subjected  to  intf.rnip- 
tions  from  both  sides  of  the  House.     In  the  course  of  the  reproaches 
from  Mr.  Asquith,  the  Premier  said  it  might  have  been     supposed 
»from  Mr.  Asquith's  speech  that  Ireland  was  a  paradise     in     I9l8, 
^here,a5,  he  declared,  the  facts  were  that  in  that  year  there  was  ap 
»rmy  of  over  150,000  enlisted  men  in  Ireland,  engaged  in  treasonable 
conspiracy  and  in  negotiations  with  the  Germans.    He  said  this  army 
had  undertaken  to  attacic  Great  Britain  two  months  after  the  German

"It  was  in  the  same  year,"  he  went  on,  **we  discovered  docu- 
ments in  the  poclcets  of 'men  who  are  now  leaders  of  South  and 
West  Ireland,  showing  there  was  an  arrangement  between  them  and 
the  Germans  to  attack  us  at  the  moment  of  dur  greatest  peril." 

Mr.  Lloyd  George's  general  argument

Angry  Duel 

At  the  opcninR  of  the  debate.  Mr. 
Asquith  started  an.  ansry  duel  with 
the  Premier  by  dcclarlui;  the  situa- 
tion In  IrelAid  needed  Cromwelllan 
treatment,  btit  that  he  could  see  no 
Crqmwall  in  the  Government.  The 
Premief  retorted  by  describing  Mr. 
Asciuith  as  Cromwell  when  he  was  in 
potlrer. 

Sir  Hamar  Greenwood,  Chief  Sec- 
retary for  Ireland,  explained  It  was 
not  Intended  for  the  bill  to  supcraode 
the  ordinary  courts;  It  wnulil  only 
ipply  to  disturbed  areati  at  tno  dls- 
tyvtlon  of  the  Irish  (iovemmcnt. 

Mr.  Asquith  then  apoke.  blaming 
the  Oovernment  for^  ttvp.  situation  Jn 
Ireland.  This  met'  wtth  cries  of  dls- 
•  sent.  He  dec]pred  he  was  not  fright- 
ened of  the  spcctr*  of  an  Irish  re- 
public because  he  believed  to  concede 
Dominion  Home  Rule  to  Ireland  would 
cause  the  cry  for  a  republic  to 
dwindle. 

Heated  protests  were  made  tftiat 
Mr.  Asquith  had  never  dffered  a  solu- 
t4pn  of  tho  difflcUlty. 

"No,"  he  replied,  "but  I  am  are-' 
tiared  to  offer  one  now." 

Mr.  Itloyd  Qeorge  said  it  was  use- 
Use  to  make  vague,  ill-considered 
suggestions  about  Dominion  Home 
|lule,  (hpd  challenged  Mr.  Asquith  to 
present  the  name  of  anyone  in  Ire- 
land able  to  speak  for  the  Irish  peo- 
ple ^ho  would  accept  his  Dominion 
proposal.  There  was  not  a  Domin- 
ion, he  added,  but  possessed  an  army 
«nd  power  to  possess  a  navy,  and  I 
tsked  whether  Mr.  Asquith  would 
give  Ireland  an   army  and   navy. 

"Irish  ports,"  Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorge 
asserted,  "were  the'  most  dangerous 
epots  In  the  Empire.  Were  these  to 
be  handed  over  to  the  Dominion  Par- 
liament? 

"Mr.  Asquith  is  merely  shirking  ^h« 
difficulty  and  making  worse  the  sit- 
uation by  allowing  it  to  be  made 
known  throughout  Ireland  and 
America,  that  though  these  things 
.  are  not  Intended.  British  statesmen 
are  willing  to  give  Ireland  self- 
determination.'^

— One  man  la 
dead,  more  than  thlrty-flve  injured 
and  thousands  of  dollars  in  property 
destroyed  as  the  result  of  a  street  ca,r 
strike  riot  which  began  yesterday  af- 
ternoon and  had  not  been  brought 
uniier  control  at  an  early  hour  today. 

Mayor  Ballev  issued  a  proclama- 
tion calling  for  2,000  volunteer*  to 
assist  the  police  in  keeping  order. 

The  mob  began  by  wrecking  street 
ears;*  ttinttng-  thCTrto  the  ofllce  of-The 
Denver  Post,  which,  was  partially 
wrecked,  and  then  dividing  their  at- 
tention among  the  city  hall,  tramway 
building  and  car   barns. 

The  man  killed,  partially  identified 
as  —  Blake,  was  shot  down  near  the 
south  car  bartus. 

Scores  of  passengers  had  been  car- 
ried by  street  cars  manned  by  armed 
strikebreakers  yesterday  for  the  first 
time  since  the  strike  was  called  early 
Sunday.  Five  hundred  strikebreakers 
are  here,  according  to  company  of- 
ficials. 

Arrestii  Made 

Seventeen  arrests  ha-ve  been  made, 
including  two  youths,  C.  F.  McKce, 
21,  and  L.  Tannenb&um.  19,  who  are 
said  to  have  confessed  they  led  the 
attack  on  The  Denver  Post. 

Henry  Silverg,  president  of  the  local 
union  of  c^armcn,  and  A.  H.  Burt,  in- 
ternational organiser  of  the  union, 
Issued  a  statement  deprecating  the 
violence,  and  disclaimed  all  reaponsl- 
bllity. 

The  publishers,  of  The  Denver  Post, 
after  .examining  tlveir  plant  following 
the  mobs'  attack}  announced  they  be- 
lieved thjBy  wouId.be  able  to  issue  a 
paper  from  their  own  plant  tomorrow 
afternoon.  The  engraving  room  was 
demolished.

PARIS,  Aug.  6. — Inspired  by  a  wfcve 
of  patriotism  In  the  rear,  and  en- 
couraged by  Mie  arrival  of  arms  and 
munitions,  the  Polish  armies  seem  to 
be  stitrenlng  in  their  defence  against 
the  invasion  of  the  Bolshevikl,  who 
are  virtually  at  tlie  jratas  of  Warsaw, 
Poland's  capital.  Although  but 
vaCtte  and  somewhat  contradictory 
reports  have  reached  Varls  today.  It 
la  regarded  hero  tonight  that  the 
Poles  still  have  a  chance  of  stopping 
the  Red  drive  and  limiting  the  extent 
of  the  disaster.  They  apparently 
have  not  altogether  abandoned  the 
line  of  the  Bug  River.  The  Broat- 
Lit^irsk  forts  at  last  accounts  were 
still  in  the  possession  of  the  Poles, 
and  denial  is  made  that  the  Bolshe- 
viki hare  reached  Ostrolenka. 

The  Polish  staff  even  has  been  able 
to  launch  two  counter-offensives.  In 
the  north  in  the  region  of  Ix>msa  and 
In  the  extreme  south  in  tiallcia. 

Another  factor  held  by  military  ob- 
•  seme™  to  favor  the  Poles  is  that  In 
view  of  the  imperfe<!t  transport  o< 
the  BqhihevlkT,  their  difficulty  neces- 
sarily Increases  as  the  length  of  their 
line  0t  communication  Increases.

They  are  present©*!  to 
the  city  through  the  Canadian  War 
Trophies  Commission,  and  .the  City 
Council  was'  several  days  ago  notified 
by  Lleut.-Col.  Doughty,  of  this  organl- 
xation,  that  the  guns  were  on  their 
way  to  Victoria. 

there  are  two  German^  70-mllle- 
metre  guns  In  the  consignment  and 
a  6-inch  gun.  which  bears  the  in- 
scription of  the  >famotui  16th  Bat- 
talion, Canadian  Scottish.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  was  one  of  tho  his- 
toric guns  captured  by  the  Germans 
during  the  first,  clash  with  the  Cana- 
dians, and  recaptured  by  the  flrot- 
tlsh  shortly  afterwards.  The  city  has 
been  advised  that  a  German  howltxcr 
gun  is  also  on  its  way  to  Victoria.

'  According  to  The  Times,  the  note  says  the  Bolshevikl  are  en- 
titled by  military  and  international  law  to  continue  ther  advance 
until  an  armistice  is  concluded.  They  arc,  however,  prepared  to  sign 
an  armistice  and  cease  hostilities  immediately  the  Polish  delegates 
return  to  the  appointed  place  with  power  to  arrange  an  armistice  and 
peace.     .     . 

The  answer  says  it  is  felt  this  action  Is  necessary  because  the 
Bolsheviki  fear  that  without  such  an  undertaking  armistice  ncgotla-  . 
tions  might  be  prolonged  merely  to  enable  Poland  to  receive  rein- 
forcements. 

The  answer  further  points  out,  says  The  Times,  that  the  Soviet 
Goycrrimcnt  fs  prepared  to  offer  Poland  terms,  including  indepen-

^n  the  warden  of  the  hall.  The  view 
of  the  management  is  that  too  much 
liberty  was  given  the  girls  under  the 
previous  rcfgime,  and  that  unless  they 
alter  their  petition  the  girls  must  leave 
the  hall  at  the  end  of  the  session. 

The  Pall  Mall  Ottkette.  of  Ijondon. 
in  commenting  on  the  incident,  says- 
"With  the  merits  of  the  particuUr 
ca«|»  we  are  not  corjterned.  but  there 
la  a  principle  involved  which  sooner 
or  later,  will  have  to  be  decided. 
When  women  won  their  right  to  com- 
pete,  with  men  In  the  professions  they 
practically  won  all  the  rights  that 
appertain  to  the  acquirements  and 
practice  of  those  professions.

PORT  COQUITLAM,  Aug.  6.— The 
entire  lower  business' section  of  this

LONDON',  Aug.  6.— Premier  Lloyd 
George  waa  told  at  his  conference 
with  the  Irish  deputation  he  received 
yesterday  that  great  progreaa  haa 
been  made  among  ^rlah  Unionists  dur- 
ing the  last  few  months  In  favor  of  a 
b[;;oad  pbllcy'glYinK  self-government  to 
the  people  of  that  Island,  says  The 
London  Tihles  in  reporting  the  meet- 
ing.  phe  deputation  waa  unanimous 
and  strong  in  its  denunciation  of  the 
Government's  Irish  Crimes  Bill,  and 
was  also  strongly  opposed  to  any 
scheme  for  the  partition  of  the  Island. 
Fiscal  autonomy  waa  also  demanded. 

Captain  Harrison,  secretary  of  the 
Irish  Dominion  League,  aubmltted  on 
behalf  of  the  delegation,  a  scheme 
baaed  upon  recognition  of  the  Do- 
minion status  of  Ireland,  followed  by 
the  ln«iguratIon  of  a  conatituent  aar 
sembly  elected  under  'a  system  of 
proportional  repreaentatlon  on  a  wide 
democratic  franchiae. 

He  also  auggeated  that  •  the  six 
countiea  of  Ulster  should  be  entitled, 
aftor  consultation,  to  vote  themselvea 
out  of  an  alf-Ireland  scheme,  subject 
tu  the  right  of  the  rest  of  Ireland  to 
withdraw  any  concessions  offered  by 
a  majority  of  the  Irish  peoi»le  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  adhesion  of 
Ulster. 

In  moving  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons today  a  programme  motion  pro- 
viding for  the  passage  of  the  new

Crop  conditions  In  the  Cariboo  sec- 
tion ii}  the  vicinity  of  the  105-Mlle 
Post  are  good,  and  potato  growers  In

Mayor  Approves  Plan 

"The  plan  looks  like  a  good  one  to 
me,"  commented  Mayor  Porter  yes- 
terday. "The  property  is  of  no  use 
to  the  ^clty  at  present,  and  I  think 
the  time  hHS^come  when  a  genulno  ef- 
fort should  l>e  made  to  sell  at  least  a 
large  portion  uf  it.  I  believe  that  a 
Hat  of  the  properties  offered,  to- 
gether with  a  fairly  comprehensive 
description,  should  be  posted  at  some 
conspicuous  place  In  the  City  Hall, 
so  that  anyone  Interested  might  be 
able  to  sec  what  was  for  sale  and  the 
price  being  asked  biy  the  city.

It  is  probable 
that  the  clt.v  would  be  able  to  dispose 
of  considerable  property  to  such  peo- 
ple." 

It  is  understood  that  a  majority  of 
the  City  Council  favors  disposal  of 
this  "reverted"  property  in  some  way 
or  aVother.  l>eterralnlng  a  method  of 
disposal  has  been  the  only  conten- 
tious issue,  and  Aid.  Sargent  believed 
that  the  Finance  Committee  will  be 
able  to  present  something  thai  will 
meet  with  general  approval. 

Aldermen  Todd  and  Sangster  have 
on  several  occasions  spoken  In  favor 
of  some  scheme  for  selling  this  prop- 
erty ■^h  the  provision  that  land  like- 
ly to  be  suitable  for  the  city's  pur- 
poses be  set  aside  and  withheld  from 
sate.

What  the  police  authorities  .believe 
was  a  determined  and  successf\il  at- 
tempt at  suicide  was  made  by  Patrick 
McNellly.  of  782  Cave  Street,  Esqui- 
mau, whose  lifeless  body  was  found 
ftoating  in  the  water  in  Horse  Shoe 
Day.  Beacon  Hill,  early  yesterday  af- 
ternoon. There  were  several  deep 
gashes  at  the  throat  as  if  the  man  had 
attempted  to  end  his  life  by  cutting 
his  throat.  The  body  was  found  by 
Mr.  William  Ellis,  who  promptly  tel- 
ephoned to  police  headquarters  and 
the  body  was  taken  in  charge  by  the 
police  and  Coroner  Hart  notified. 
Pending  an  inquest  the  body  la  lying 
at  the  undertaking  rooms  of  the  B.C. 
Funeral  establishment. 

At  first  there  was  some  uncertainty 
as  to  the  identity  of  the  deceased,  but 
Investigations  made  during  the  after- 
noon by  Provincial  Constable  Owens 
made  it  certain  that  the  body  was 
that  of  Patrick  McNeilly,  an  old-time 
resident  of  the  city,  who  formerly  was 
employed  at  the  Baker  Company's 
brickyard,  but  of  late  had  not  t>een 
working.  So  far  a«  known  deceased 
had  no  relatives  Ih  this  country.  He 
was  a  native  of  Ireland  and  over  fifty 
years  of  age.  He  Is  believed  to  have 
had  relatives  residing  in  St.  Louie.

LONDON,  Aug.  I. — In  a  statement 
in  the  House  of  Commons  today,  in 
regard  to  last  evening's  conference 
with  the  Soviet  delegates.  Premier 
Lloyd  George  said  he  and  -Mr.  Bonar 
Law  made  It  clear  to  M.  Krassin  and 
M.  Kameneff  that  the  immediate 
conclusion  of  an  armistice  on  fair 
terms  was  the  only  course  which 
would  remove  suspicion  that  the  So- 
viet Government  was  Insincere  in  lis 
professed  desire  for  peace  and  In  Its 
dcctaratton  "That  It  intdn^red  to  ro^ 
spect  the  independence  of  Poland. 

The  Premier  added  that  he  and  Mr. 
Bonar  X^w  also  oiade  it  clear  that,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Poland  had 
been  inva(}ed,  "we  would  take  effec- 
tive slops  to  remove  obstacles  in  the 
way  of  transmission  to  Poland  from 
Danzig  of  military  supplies  which 
could  be  obtained  from  that  quarter." 

The  Premier  said  the  whole  ob- 
ject of  the  proposed  peace  confer- 
ence in  London  had  been  Jeopar- 
dized  by   the   Soviet   army's  advance. 

Premier  Lloyd  George  stated  that 
the  Soviet  had  not  yet  replied  to 
Great  Britain's  note  of  July  29  pro- 
posing the  London  peace  conference. 
He  read  the  text  of  another  note 
which  Great  Britain  sent  to  the  So- 
viet Government  last  Tuesday  after 
the  Soviet  demanded  that  the  Polish 
armistice  delegates  be  empowered 
also   to   sign    fundamentals   of   peace. 

This  note  said  that  It  the  Soviet 
insisted  on  making  peace  with  Po- 
land to  the  exclusion*  of  other  pow- 
ers, then  the  project  of  the  London 
conference  would  have  fallen  through. 

Asked  whether  the  Allies  contem- 
plated tightening  the  Russian  block- 
ade, the  Premier  said:  "I  hope  It 
will  not  be  necessary  to  take  steps  to 
tighten' the  blockade;  that  must  nec- 
essarily depend  on  an  answer  reach- 
ing us." 

Premier  Lloyd  George  said  he  had 
Just  received  a.  message  from  George 
Tchltcherin,  the  S«^vlet  Foreign  Min- 
ister, saying  an  urgent  telegram  was 
being  sent  to  M.  Kamenoff,  In  reply 
to  Great  Britain's  note  of  Tuesday^ 
The  Premier  added  he  did  not  know 
what  the  Kameneff  telegram  con- 
tained. 

Answering  a  question  aa  to  involv- 
ing other  countries  in  S  new  war. 
Premier  Lloyd  George  said:  "Tou  do 
not  go  to  war  necessarily  when  you 
allow  the  transit  of  munitions." 
Win  Seek  Otber  Aid 

He  was  asked  whether  pressure 
was  being  applied  by  the  Allies  or 
Great  Britain  to  Czecho-Slovakla  to 
assist  Poland  with  men,  an  army  or 
munitions  against  Russia,  and  re- 
plied: 

"Everything"'  depends  on  the  an- 
swer We  receive.  If  It  Is  unsatisfac- 
tory, of  course  we  shall  bring 
pressure  to  bear  on  everybody  to 
give  the  necessary  support  to  Po- 
land." 

Asked  whether  in  case  the  Soviet 
answer  was  unsatisfactory  the  House 
could  imderstand  that  no  pressure 
would  be  applied  to  Czecho-Slovakla 
or  other  border  States  to  use  armed 
Intervention  In  favor  of  Poland,  the 
Premier  replied: 

"If  the  answer  Is  unsatisfactory 
and  It  becomes  quite  clear  that  the 
Soviet  authorities  mean  to  destroy 
Poland.  I  oertainly  could  not  give 
sanction  to  any  undertaking  of  that 
kind." 

The  Premi'er'e  reply  brought  out 
cheers.

WARSAW,  Aug.  6. — Poland's  cofin- 
cil  of  defence  has  sent  a  wireless 
dispatch  to  Moscow  Informing  the 
Soviet  Government  that  Poland  was 
ready  to  send  a  peace  delegation  to 
Minsk.  Two  conditions  were  laid 
down  by  the  council.  They  were: 
That  Polish  delegates  be  permitted 
to  communicate  freely  with  the  War- 
saw Government,  and  that  the  So- 
viet Government  agrees  to  accept  In 
principle  the  terms  Poland  will  pro- 
pose. 

The  Polish  Government  has  asked 
the  members  of  the  Franco-British 
mission  to  refurn  respectively  to 
Paris  and  London  and  lay  the  real 
situation  in  Poland  before  their 
Governments  and  give  their  opinion 
as   regards   suitable   aid. 

CZECHOSLOVAKS  GO 

BY  C^.  R.  ROUTE 

When,  In  the  early  years  of  the 
Great  War  the  people  of  the  world 
were  thrilled  by  the  account  of  com- 
panies and  battalions  of  Austrian 
troops  marching  from  the  trenches  of 
the  Central  Powers  In  Russian  ter- 
ritory and  giving  themselves  up  be- 
cause they  would  not  flght  their  Rus- 
sian brothers,  it  was  never  thought 
that  Canadians  would  have  the  op- 
portunity of  seeing  these  troops  that 
had   BO  distinguished   themselves. 

During  the  past  few  weeks,  more 
than  10,000  of  these  stalwart  well- 
disclpllned  Czecho-Slovak  soldiers 
haye  passed  through  Canada  en  route 
from  Vladivostok  to  their  homes  iu 
Bohemia  (Czecho-Slovakla).  These 
highly-trained  and  seasoned  veterans 
of  modern  warfare  have  been  decor- 
hted  with  the  military  orders  of  all 
the  Allied  countries,  and  the  stories 
of  their  adventures  during  the  past 
six  years,  in  their  effort  to  regain 
their  nationhood,  is  one  that  gives 
inspiration  to  the  rather  wearied  citi- 
zen surrounded  with  the  disturbing 
effects  of  a  reconstruction  period. 

Conscripted  Into  the  Austrian  army, 
they  were  sent  to  the  borders  of 
Galicla  to  flght.  In  the  army  facing 
th«im  were  men  who  had  worked  side 
by  side  with  them  on  their  farms 
and  in  their  cities.  They  were  fight- 
ing business  associates,  old  school 
friends  and  sometimes  even  relatives. 
They  surrendered,  whenever  oppor- 
tunity offered.  That  this  was  not  be- 
cause of  fear  or  lack  of  courage, 
their  conduct  since  then  and  the 
decorations  on  their  breasts  will 
prove. 

However,  true  brothet-iy  lov*  waa 
not  extended  to  them  by  their  Rus- 
sian brothers.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  the  Bohemian  aoldiers  surrendered 
to  the  Jtuasian  army  In  lti(.  ifti*

were  sent  as  prisoners  of  war  Into  a 
Siberian  province  that  was  ruled  by 
a  German  governor.

Condemnation  of  ^-called  school 
••frills" — manual  training,  school  gar- 
dening and  domestic  Hclence — and  en- 
dorsation  of  a  trustee  candidate  who 
stands  upon  an  anti-frill  platform, 
were  the  ofllclal  results  of  a  meeting 
called  in  Ward  Six,  Saanich,  last 
evening  to  discuss  school  matters  and 
to  consider  the  placihg  of  a  candidate 
before  the  voters  to  replace  Trustee 
Raven,   who   recently   resigned. 

The  gathering:  in  the  Temperance 
Hall,  under  the  auspices  of  Ward  Six 
Ratepayers'  Association,  at  Keating 
was  small.  A  party  of  anti-frill  m^n 
from  Ward  Four,  including  Dr.  H.  A. 
Francis  and  Mr.  J.  Cheetham,  were 
present  and  took  part  in  the  discus- 
sion. Trustee  Holloway,  staunch  ad- 
vocate on  the  Saanich  School  Board 
for  abolition  of  frills,  was  the  main 
speaker  of  the  evening.  He  was 
convinced  that  subjects  such  as  gar- 
dening, manual  training  and  domestic 
science  formed  a  secondary  education 
which  should  be  dealt  with  In  tech- 
nical schools  operated  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Allegesi  Poor  Showing 

It  was  the  trustee's  contention  that 
there  was  not  time  to  teach  these 
frills  when  other  subjects  were  being 
neglected.  He  produced  statistics  to 
prove  what  a  poor  showing  Saanich 
pupils  had  mader  in  the  recent  en- 
trance exaifllnations.  His  figures  were 
as  follows:  Keating  School.  6  tried,  2 
passed;  Prospect  Lake  School,  5  tried, 
0  passed:  Saanichton  School,  4  tried, 
2  passed;  West  Saanich  School,  5 
tried.  0  passed;  Cedar  HWSoho^l,  13 
tried,  3  passed;  Gordon  Head  School. 
5  tried,  4  passed;  Cloverdale  School, 
I  7  tried,   l  passed ;   Craigflower  School, 

4  tried,  4  pa.ssed;  McKensie  Avenue 
School.  1 1  tried.  2  passed ;  Royal  Oak. 

5  tried,  4  passed;  Strawberry  Vale 
School,  6  tried,  .2  passed;  TlUicum 
School.  8  tried,  6  passed;  Tolmle 
School,   8   tried.  3  passed. 

"The  pupils  are  backward,  the 
teachers  are  backward,  or  tlve  system 
is  rotten."  declared  Trustee  Holloway. 
He  believed  the  system  was  over- 
crowded. The  money  set  aside  for 
domestic  science  would  .not  be  used 
this  year,  he  claimed,  as  there  were 
no  funds  available  for  a  supiii^lsor. 
He  understood  that  manual  training 
could  not  be  abolished  without  a 
referendum  being  put  to  the  ratepay- 
ers, but  while  this  course  could  not 
be  suppressed  this  year  it  could  be 
held  down.  He  understood  the  chief 
manual  training  insti'uctor  had  ob- 
tained another  poet  and  the  remain- 
ing one  could  carry  on  the  work 
alone.  He  believed  in  school  sports 
and  thought  a  mv»  might  be  procured 
to  handle  both  manual  training  and 
sports. 

Taxed  Off  lAnd 

The  farmers  of  Saanich  were  being 
taxed  off  the  land,  declared  Trustee 
Holloway,  It  was  absurd,  he  said, 
for  a  man  like  Chairman  Coates  of 
the  School  Board  to  suggest  that  they 
sell  their  land,  retaining  only  ten 
acres.  . 

After  Dr.  Francis  and  Mr.  Cheet- 
ham had  spoken  in  favor  of  the 
abolition  of  frills,  a  resolution  was 
passed  supporting  such  a  move  and 
endorsing  a  candidate  to  run  on  that 
platform.  No  effort  was  made  to 
choose  a  candidate,  it  being  pointed 
out  that  the  Central  Ratepayers' 
Association  had  the  matter  in  hand 
and  would  likely  meet  shortly  to  con- 
sider the  question.

The  body,  said  the  speaker.  In  the 
means  whereby  mind  and  spirit  ex- 
press their  functions.  Wlionever  there 
is  a  change  in  spirit,  that  which  ex- 
presses  it  is  altered  MIo.  Greed,  care, 
sensuality.  Joy— all  are  written  upon 
the  face,  the  material  casim;  being 
t.he  outward  expres-^lon  of  the  spirit- 
ual being.  Whenever  there  is  a 
union  with  God  in  spirit,  as  in  the 
miracles  wrought  on  earth  by  Christ, 
corresponding  changes  occur  in  the 
flesh.  The  body  was  intended  to 
thrive  and  grow  in  God's  intention. 

Physical  death  does  not  express  the 
will  of  Providence.  Man  is  a  unit  in 
mind,  body  and  spirit,  ond  was  never 
intended  to  sin.  That  he  did  so 
obscures  the  reason  of  his  creation, 
but  does  not  nullify  it.  Adam  and 
BSve  were  to  transform  life,  emanci- 
pating the  whole  lower  creation  and 
linking  it  with  God,  On  their  fair 
the  two-fold  plan  of  the  Creator  re- 
mained.

The  current  report  of  the  Employ- 
ment Service  of  Canada.  Department 
of  lAbor,  dated,  Ottawa,  July  24,  cov- 
ering the  week  ending  July  26.  with 
reference  to  the  labor  situation  in 
British  •Columbia,  is  as  follows: 
.  Reports  were  tabulated  from  630 
Arms  in  British  Columbia  with  an  ag- 
gregate payroll  of  62,2«0  persons.  As 
compared  with  their  reports  for  the 
precedlnK  week,  the  returns  show  that 
these  firms  had  decreased  their  staffs 
by  69  persons  or  one- tenth  of  one  per 
cent.  Firms  in  14  industrial  groups 
reported  that  they  had  redu'ctions  In 
their  payrolls  amounting  to  307  per- 
sons, while  in  12  groups  increases  ag- 
gregatins  238  persons  were  registered. 
An  increase  for  the  week  of  June  26 
had  been  ant|(cipatcd  but,  aa  shown 
above,  was  not  realized. 

For  the  followlnn  wpek.  firms  In 
eight  industrial  groups  anticipated 
having  decreases  totalling  539  per- 
sons. In  5  groups  no  changes  were 
intended,  while  in  the  remaining  10, 
increases  agRrefirating  226  persons 
were  expected.  The  net  reduction 
therefore,  anticipatpd  in  the  staffs  of 
these  firms  was  30^,  or  five-tenths  of 
one  per  cent. 

Increase  Since  January 

As  compared  with  their  returns  for 
January  17.  firms  in  23  industrial 
groups  reported  that  they  had  In- 
creased their  sUffs  by  5,555  persons. 
As  firms  In  5  srpups,  however,  re- 
corded decreases  amounting  to  1.397 
persons  the  net  Increaee.  registered  In 
the  staffs  of  these  860  employers 
since  Jan^iary  17.  was  4,168  persons, 
or  seven  and  two-tenths  per  cent 

While  Increases  as  compared  with 
reports  from  identical  firms  for  the 
preceding  week  were  shown  In  twelve 
groups.  In  no  case  was  the  Increaae 
large,  thoee  of  fifty  and  fifty-one  per- 
sons shown  in  railway  construction 
and  iron  and  steel  products  respec- 
tively being  the  ijiost  not^orthy.  For 
the  following  week,  however,  firms  in 
both  of  these  groups  anticipated  hav- 
ing reductions,  that  of  201,  persons  es- 
timated in  the  latter  being  the  largest 
change  anticipated  by  any  group.  The 
changes  in  the  other  plus  industries 
were  all  small. 

]>eoreaaeia  liagghic 
Aa  in  the  case  of  the  plus  industries, 
the  reductions  recorded  by  firms  as 
compared  with  their  returns  for.  June 
19  were  small,  that  of  84  persona  re- 
corded for  logarinr  being  the  largest. 
This  group  anticipated  having  a  fur- 
ther decline  of  138  persons.  With  the 
exception  of  an  expected  reduction  of 
i40  persons  in  water  transportaUon, 
the  changes  in  the  remaining  minus 
Industries,  both  actual  and  proposed, 
were  of  a  minor  character. 

As  compared  with  returns  from 
IdenUcal  firms  f6r  January  17,  espe- 
cially noteworthy  gains  were  reported 
In  railway  construction,  where  the  In- 
creases aggregated  ?,106  persona  la 
hotels  and  resUuranU,  railway  trans- 
portation, wholesale  trade,  water 
transportation,  misceltaneous  manu- 
facturing industries,  pulp  and  paper 
producU,  edible  animal  producta  and 
logging  Increaifta  of  between  XOO  and 
800  persons  were  registered.  Five 
other  groupe  reported  additions  of 
over  100  employees,  while  In  the  re- 
maining ten  groupe  ahowlng  plus  ten- 
dendee  In  this  compariaoii.  the  la- 
creaaes  were  small.

There  were  thousands  in  the 
parade.

Question  Comes  Up  at  Press 
Conference  Througti  Offered 
Resolution— More  Facilities 
and  Lower  Rates  Needed 


OTTAWA.    Aug.    i.«— At    the    Press 

Conference  today,  Robert  Donald, 
vice-chairman  of  the  British  delega- 
tion, moved  the  main  resolution  In  re- 
gard to  cable  communication  and 
rates.  It  recommends  the  Uovsm- 
ments  of  Great  Britain,  the  self-gov- 
erning Dominions,  and.  of  Ind)a,  to 
increase  cable  communication  and  re- 
duce rates.     The  resolution  reads:  - 

"This  conference  considers  It  essen- 
tial that  where  any  government  as- 
sistdnce  is  given  to  the  press  by  way 
of  cable  or  other  services,  such  state 
assistance  shall  appear  specifically  In 
the  estimates  of  public  expenditures, 
and  that  the  selection  or  editing  of 
news  and  other  matter  circulated 
within  the  Empire  should  be  in  the 
control '  of  newspapers  and  news 
agencies,'  and  should  not  In  any  way 
be  subject  to  official  Influence." 

Mr.  Donald  said  that  in  regard  to 
cable  facilities  the  position  now  was 
roally  worse  as  a  result  of  the  war 
than  it  was  in  1909. 

Mr.  Donalt^  suggdsted  that  Ihe 
universal  penny  postage  which  ob- 
tained before  the  war  was  not  more 
reasonable  than  a  universal  cable  rate 
for  British  posse.^alons  .of  a  penny  a 
word.  He  projiosed  that  the  confer- 
ence set  this  as  its  object. 

J.  W.  Dafoe.  Manitoba  Free  Press, 
seconded  the  motion.  It  was  the  real 
business  of  the  conference,  he  thought, 
as  cables  Mere  Ihe  nerve  system  of  the 
Knipfre.  He  wished  to  emphasize  the 
feeling  of  the  majority  of  the  Cana- 
dian publlaheru  that  they  could  not  en- 


tertain the  idea  of  governmental  as- 
sistance which  implied  any  sort  of  con- 
trol or  influence  of  newH  services  by 
other  than  newspapermep  themselves. 
The  geographical  barrier  of  the  north

The  rioting  started  this  afternoon, 
accorti^^g  to  the  message,  when  two 
more  suspcets  were  arrested  In  con- 
nection with  the  murder.

The  amount  of  timber  cut  each  year 
from  (he  forests  of  the  United  Statea 
Is  .about  *thra«  'tiiues  the  annual 
growth.  It  is  declared  by  the  XaUajnal 
Bank  of  Commerce  in  New  "T^rk  In 
a  review  of  the  American  lumber  in- 
dustry published  in  the  August  num- 
ber of  Its  magaxine.  Commerce  Month- 
ly. Laick  ot  an  adequate  natiortal 
forestry  poHcy.  together  wiH>  specu- 
lation in  privately  owned  timber  lands 
and  the.  absence  of  oo-eperatlon  with- 
in the  Industry  Itself,  have  all  com- 
bined rapidly  to  reduce  the  country,'s 
timber  resources.  Provisions  for  rO- 
forestration  up  to  the  present  have 
been  entirely  Inadequutc  and  the  oa- 
ooming  growth  is  ordinarily  of  inferr 
lor  speciq^  and  grade. 

"It  is  estimated  that  the  United 
States  originally  possessed  860,000,- 
000  acres  of  timber  land,  of  which 
only  about  645,000,006  acres  remain," 
The.  Commerce  Monthly  says.  "The 
original  forest  ecreage  contained  ap- 
proximately G. 200. billion  board  feet'of 
merchantable  timber.  The  latest  ea- 
tiraMte  of  timber  remaining  is  2,829 
billion  feet.  Of  thlsdiffercnco  about 
one-.third  has  been  lumbered,  one- 
t^lrd  destroyed  -  by  forest  fires  and 
one-third  wasted. 

"The  moat  striking  characteristic  of 
th.e  American  lumber  industry  haa 
been  ita  lack  of  cohesion.  This  has 
led  to  a  maladjuntmeyt  of  lumber  pro- 
di|ction  to  the  requlrementa  of  the 
market.  Though  the  induatry  is;  at 
the  preaent  time  prosperous.  it.,.x:onf 
tains  the  elements  of  instability.  It 
haa  been  dominated  by.  a  strong  in- 
dtvldysjlsm.  and^lhougfa  ii- iuu-itaan- 
very  .^merioan  in  a  a-ay,  it  has  been 
backward  in  developing  common  ideas 
about  ita  pro<fuct8.  Co-ordination  has 
been  made  difflcult  by  the  /act  that  it 
Is  not ,  eronomlcally  feasible  to  ,  as- 
semble the  raw  material — timber-^— at 
a  few  points  where  manufacturing 
may  be  concentrated,  as  is  possible  in 
the  iron  and  steel  industry  and 
others. 

The  Handicap 
"The  principal  handicap  of  the  lumh 
her.  Industry  as  it  exists  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest,  and  also  to  a  great  degree 
in  the  South,  is  the  burden  of  timber 
land'Investments.  In  the  last  quartfr 
of  the  nineteenth  century  lavish  grants 
of  public  lands  and  loose,  poorly  de- 
fined and  ill-enforced  land  lawa, 
allowed  the  concentration  of  timber 
lands  In  private  owi^eruhip.  A  rapid 
andanornwua  capitalizaXion  of.atump- 
age  took  place,  largely  with  borrowed 
fund*..  The  reault  of  these. conditions 
has  been  that  the  lumber  cut  has 
te.nded  increasingly  to  be  governed  by 
fihahelal-  re^qulroments  instead  of  de- 
mands of  the  market.  This  movement 
to  unload  stuiivpage  while  the  .op- 
portunity for  profit  exists  If  the  most 
scfrlous  caiijse  of  overproduction  in -the 
"West;....   ,  .   .   .        ^    ■ 

"Vidlent  and  destru«3tlve  competi- 
tion ^e^Klsts  between  difTerent  regions 
and  betw'eOh  dilTOrent  mills  in  the 
sSLthe  region.  The  lurtiber  industry  Is 
eq'uipped  to  produce  at .  least  ^0  per 
cenw  more  lumber  than  it  has  ao  far 
in'any  year,  and  probably  about  twice 
the  present  consumption.  There  has 
been  u  laok  of  sensitive  adjustment'  of 
supply  to  demand  s^d'of  co-operative 
eirOrt  among  lumbermen.  Naturally, 
this  loose  and  hap]|axard  structure  of 
the  indnstry  has  operated  with  the 
speculative  character  of  timber  own- 
ership to  produce  violent  fluctuations 
in  output  and  prices." 

The  Government's  policy  of  alion- 
atlon  of  Its  timberlahds,  tho  bank 
points  ^out.  has  resulted  in  only  about 
Onr-flfth  of  the  present  stand  being 
publicly  owned,'  whereas  in  1870  the 
Oo\'ernment  owned  approximately 
three^fourths  of  the  country's  timber. 
Possible  Rmnedy 
"The  opinion  has  been  expressed  in 
the  lumber  trade  that  it  may  be  dealt'- 
able  ultimately  to  double  the  pr'eaent 
acreag^  of  the  public  forests,"  the 
article  ^continues,  "so  that  they  would 
amount  to  from  40  to  50  per  cent  of 
the  total  forest  area.  This  ceuld  be  ; 
done  by  the  extension  of  the  national 
forcata,  bj-  purchase,  by  exchange  of 
stumpage  for  •  land  and  by  placing 
under  permanent  adminlfltratlon  the 
forest  lands  now  In  the  unreserved 
public  domain.  State  and  municli>al 
fereate  might  also  be  established. 
Some  depleted  and  wasted  cut-over 
and  burned  lands  should  be  rehabili- 
tated. Protection  against  fires,  .in- 
sects, and  disease  should  be  made 
effective  both  for  -public  forests  an^ 
for  privately  owned,  timber. 

"Tax  aocumulations,  the  fire  men- 
ace and  the  .  fact .  that  timber  takes 
generations  to  mature,  all  tend  to-dia- 
conrage  reforeatratlon  by  private 
owners:  who  too  Often  take  a  short- 
sighted view  of  their  functions.

LIFE  INSURANCE 

By  Newton  D.  Baker,  Secretary  of 
War.  tJnlt^d  States         if 


Man  is  distinguished  from  t)ie 'low- 
er animals  by  his  ability  to  make 
provision  in  the  time  of  plenty  for 
his  necessities  in  time  of  dearth.  That 
man  Is  the  best  husband  and  father 
who  makes  out'  of  his  earnings  a 
thrifty  saving  for  Investment  In  some 
way  which  will  protect  his  family  in 
the  hour  of  misfortune.  One  of  the 
most  scientific  of  all  contrivances  yet 
developed  by  man  for  this  purpose  Is 
life  Insurance.  The  payments  are 
small  in  comparison  with  the  benefits 
received.  The  continuing  obligation 
of  the  premium  is  a  spur  t'o  saving  of 
more  compelling  force  than  the  mere 
desire  to  accumulate  money  to  Invest, 
so  that  many  men  who  otherwise  live 
up  to  their  incomes  are  able  to  save 
in  no  other  way,  and  many  a  family 
which  might  otherwise  have  i>ee<(  left 
helpless  and  In  want  liaa  been  Oaved 
by  the  money  that  oame  from  thO  llfo 
Insurance  In-vestment. 

Investments  in  life  insaranee  have 
snother  advantage.

having  his  investment  depreciated  ai 
the  very  time  a-hen  he  or  his  family 
most  need  to  rely  upon-  It.  This  risk 
is  almost  absent  from  inveetntent  In 
a  good  life  Insurance  company.  There 
may  be  losses  in  tne  company  as  .all 
such  companies  ore  too  prudently 
managed  to  permit  Investment  In  soy 
one  enterprise  so  large  a«  to  cripple 
the  company's  business,  and  losses 
when  they  are  sustained,  are  spread 
over  eo  large  a  number  of  persona 
as  to  have  no  appreciable  effect  upon 
any  one  policyholder. 
/  There  is  a  public  aspect  from  which 
life  insurance  is  rarely  viewed  to 
which  I  desire  to  call  attention.  It  is 
of  the  fitst  importance  to  ua  all  that 
po-verty  and  deatltutlon  •  be  re<taoed  to 
the  lowest  terms.  For  a  long  time  in 
the  history  of  the  race  private  philan- 
thropy and  benevolence  had  to  be 
appealed  to  to  establish  and  maintain 
charitable  Institutions  for  the  care  of 
the  sick,  homes  for  orphaned  and  de- 
pendent children,  and  inflrmafies  for 
the  care  of  the  aged  and  the  poof.  In 
recent  yeans  we  have  come  to  realise 
that  society  as  a  whole  has  an  interest 
In   this   problem.      That  in   a  certain 

sense  society  permits  poreKy.  permits 
orphanage,    permits    the    help!

The  natural  humanity  of  men  and 
women  is  r«beltibg  more  .and  ihore 
against  the  |kUy' Of  poverty"  and  de- 
pendence. Tl^is  laads  to  tlifS  resujt 
that  cities.  oei|atles  aad  state*  are  .da- 
vising  new  ways  "of  reliff,  and  are 
more  and  m^ore  assuiniQC  the  burddn 
which  private.  chi|rICy  townerly  car- , 
rled,  and  it  leads  more  and  more  to 
life  insurance  a«  a  provision  made  in 
the  time  of  prosperity  against  the  die- 
trMS  which  may  follow  a  dlsasler  to 
the  breada-lnner.  ■  ^il  of  these  pr*-- 
vislons  are  good  from  tho  public  point 
of  view,  for  the  VubTtc  Interest  la  to 
secure  that  flifcr  efBclehcy  which 
comes  from  self-support  and  ^  self- 
eoflciency  among  Its  constituent  mem* 
bers.    The  value  ot  life  insurance  oan

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NBW  TORK,  Ana;  I.— (By  Canad- 
ian Press)— -The  laereassd  Interest 
wl^lch  the  people  ef  the  United 
States  are  displaying  in  Canada  and 
Canadian  affairs  is  reelected  in  the 
columns  of  the  United  States  news- 
papers. The  Canadian  Bureau  of 
Information  '  during  Juno  collected 
no  less  than  1,700  items  concerning 
the  Dominion,  and  the  btireau's  re>' 
ords  cover  only  22  out  of  the  4S 
states.  -This  number,  too.  does  not 
include  Canadia.n  items  publbhod  In 
trade  papers  and  special  publications. 

Statistics  for  July  are  not  yet  avail- 
able, but  present  Indications  are  that 
this  montj^  will  exceed  Jtme  In  the 
matter  ef  publicity  accorded  the  Do- 
minion by  the  press  of  the  United 
Statea 

A  significant  fact  in  connection 
with  this  newspaper  matter  is  that, 
the  United  States  editors  appear  sud- 
denly to  have  awakened  to  the  fact 
that  their  readers  are  interested  in 
the  people  and  the  problems  of  their 
big  British  neighbor.  This  is  shown 
in  the  remarkable  Increase  In  the 
number  of  editorials  dealing  with 
Canadian  affairs.  During  Juno  fifty- 
four  editorials  of  this  nature  were 
collected  by  the  Bureau  Qf  Informa- 
tion from  the  papers  In  the  twenty- 
two  states '  covered.  Six  months  ago 
—or  even  three  months  ago— an  edi- 
torial on  a  Canadian  topic  was  but 
very  rarerly  seen*  In  any  publiofttion 
south  of  the  intemattonal  boundary. 
It  Is  probable  that  during  the  whole 
of  If  19  there  were  fewer  Canadian 
editorials  in  the  United  States  papers 
^han  during  June  of  this  year. 

This  record  is  considered  particu- 
larly gratifying  by  the  bflcials  of,  the 
Bureau  of  Information.  °  because  the 
publicity  has  not  been  solicited,  but 
is  tho  result  of  the  natural  growth 
of  Interest  in  Cannula. 

Valae'  af  j^wai  Beports 

"It  is  due  In  a  large  measure  to  the 
very  excellent  reports  of  events  in' 
Canada  which  are  furnished  the 
United  *  States  papers  through  the 
Canadian  Press  and  the  AMOciated 
Press,"  said  Col.  J.  A.  Cooper.  Chief 
of  the  Bureau,  in  ifiscussing  the  ques- 
tion of  publicity  for  Canada  the  other 
da-y.  "Some  peopio  perhaps  Imagine 
that  we  are ,  running  around  to  the 
various  newspapers  asking  the  editors 
to  print  items  al>out  Canada  as  a 
(^Vor.  We  are  doing  nothing  of  the 
kind.  It  Is  not  necessary.  The  United 
States  editor^  realise  that  their  read- 
ers are  interested  in  CanadUn  affairs 
and  they  are  only  too  anxious  to  givs 
them  the  news  of  the  Dominion.  The 
news  service  sent  to  New  York  by 
the  Canadian  Press  and  distributed 
to  the  United  States  papers  by  the 
Associated  Press  Appears  to  be  meet- 
ing the  demand,  and  1  beUeve  it  is 
largely  due  to  the  good  work  of  these 
two  news  distributing  organisations 
that  Canada  is  now  recvlvlng  the  at- 
tention which  its  rapidly  growing  W- 
'ilM>rtance  a"  a  nation  warrants." 

"Valuable  aaslsUnee  In  making 
Canada  better  known  In  ^his  country 
has  been  given  by  all  of  the  New 
York  pap<|rs,"  added  Col.  Cooper, 
"but  I  wquld  like  particularly  to 
mention  tiie  New  York  Sun.  The 
Sun's  special  Canadian  pages  are  full 
of  interesting  and  reliable  information 
conceminfT  the  Dominion,  and  1  am 
told  they  are  one  of  the  inost  popular 
features  c>2  that  paper." 

Keeping  tab  on  the  publicity  whf^h 
the  Dominion  receives  in  the  United 
SUtcs  Is  only  a  small  part  Of  the 
work  of  the  Canadian  Bureau  of  In- 
formation. The  chief  task  o<  the 
officials  of  the  Bureau  is  the  supply- 
ing of  reliable  Information  concern- 
ing the  Dominion  to  New  Yorkers 
who  may  deaire  It.  and  the  bureau, 
is  under  .a  constant  bombardment  of 
questions.  These  deal  with  every 
possible  subject.  Travellers  intanding 
to  go  to  Canada  call  up  the  bureau  to 
Inquire  aa  to  passport  and  customs 
regulaUons;  business  men  wanting  to 
buy  or  sell  in  Canada  took  to  the 
bureau  for  complete  details  as  to 
Uriffs,  hanking,  or  commercial  regu- 
lations; Intending  investors  Inquire 
about  Canadian  seonriUes;  vacation^ 
Ista  ask  about  trains  and  hotels  in  the 
Dominion.  ,^ 

A  record  Is  kept  of  an  af  these 
demands  for  InformatUm  aad  this 
record  shows  that  >few  York's  Inter- 
est  in  Canada  has  been  steadily  oa 
the  increase  slaea  .the  bureau  was 
established.  Every  month  shows  an 
Inoreasa  In  the  number  of  qtfastlons 
asked,  and  proportionately  every 
month  the  fklue  of  the  bureau  to  the 
Dominion  has  increased.

Her  mother  was 
flrst  lady  of  honor  to  the  Queen  of 
Spalh.

At  Rambouillet  the  Em- 
press one  day  filled  her  pockets  with 
flour  and  scattered  it  over  her  guests 
lA    u    wild    romp. 

At  the  Mme  time,  this  was  only 
one  side  of  the  Empress's  charac- 
ter. When  she  came  to  England,  in 
1855,  she  made  a  very  good  impres- 
sion upon  Queen  Victoria.  "Her 
manner,"  wrote  our  Sovereign  in  her 
diary,  "Is  the  most  perfect  thing  I 
have  ever  seen — so  gentle  and  grace- 
ful and  kind,  and  the  courtesy  is 
charming,  and  so  modest  and  retiring 
withal."  the  truth  is  the  Empress 
was  clever  enough  to  suit  her  manners 
to  her  company.  She  was  thus  a 
favorite  wherever  she  went. 

The  event  of  March  18.  18B«,  great-- 
ly   increased   her   popularity   in    Paris, 
and    throughout    France.

The    War,  With    Germany 

It  was  said  of  her  that  she  made 
three  wars— that  with  Russia,  because 
the  Emperor  Nicholas  had  snubbed 
her;  that  with  Mexico,  on  {iccount  of 
her  Spanish  sympathies*;  that  with 
Germany,  in  order  to  secure  the 
throne  for  the  Prince  Imperial.  The 
saying  must  be  taken  merely  as  a 
phrase  with  some  truth  behind  It. 
Certainly  »he  was  In  favor  of  the 
disastrous  campaign  of  1870-1.  "War," 
she  declared,  "Is  inevitable  if  the 
honor  of  France  is  to  be  saved." 
Napoleon,  conscious  of  mortal  disease, 
was  for  peace.  But  the  Empress' 
political  views  had  been  developing. 
When  once  more  she  became  Re- 
gent, upon  Napoleon'B  and  the  youn^ 
Prince's  departure  for  the  frontier, 
she  was  a  determined,  experienced 
woman  of  affairs.  "Do  your  duty, 
Louis,  all  your  duty,"  she  s&li  to  her 
boy,  as  she  parted  from  him.  And 
she   did  her  duty,   too. 

In  a  very  short  time  news  of  re- 
verses began  coming.  The  French 
army  was  hopelessly  outmatched.  It 
was  unprepared.  It  was  badly  led. 
The  Germans  swept  it  before  them. 
In  Paris  there  was  a  situation  of  great 
difflculty  to  fa9e.  The  people  turned 
against  the  Emperor.  For  six  weeks 
the  Empress  faced  the  situation  with 
courage. 

Victory  was  what  the  populace  de-: 
manded,  and  there  came  only  news 
of  defeat.  At.  last  the  terrible 
moment  arrived,  when  the  Empress 
heSVd  that  the  army  had  surrendered 
at  Sedan,  that  her  husband  was  a 
prisoner,  and  her  son  a  fugitive,  that 
the  war  had*  broujrht  upon  France 
disaster  and   disgrace. 

I  Flight  In  Disguise 

The  mob  clamored  for  a  Republic. 
It  was  proclaimed.  The  mob  invaded 
the  Tuileries.  The  Empress  was  forced 
against  her  wlTl  to  fly.  The  Ambas- 
sadors of  Austria  and  Italy  came  to 
her  aid  and  got  her  out  of  the 
palace.  The  question  then  was — 
Where  was. she  to  go  next?  She 
drove  hither  and  thither,  but  none  of 
those  to  whom  she  turned  could  be 
found  at  home.  At  last  she  thought 
of  an  American  (lentlst,  a  Dr.  Evans, 
whom  she  had  made  rich  by  telling 
him  in  advance  of  the  plans  for  re- 
building Paris.  Upon  his  mercy  she 
threw  hcrslf,  and  he  responded  nobly. 
At  his  house  she  stayed  the  night  of 
September  4,  1870,  and  the  next  day, 
dressed  in  Mrs.  Evan's  clothes,  she 
fet  off  in  a  carriage  for  the  coast. 

On  the  morniog  of  September  6 
two  French  gentlemen  went  aboard 
the  yacht  Gazelle,  lying  In  Trouville 
Harbor,  and  asked  the  owner.  Sir 
John  Burgoyne,  to  take  the  Empress 
to  England.  The  Elmpress  went  aboard 
at  midnight,  and  early  next  morning, 
after  a  rough  passage,  the  Gazelle 
anchored  off  Ryde.     A  few  hours  later  i  llf« 


the  Empress  was  sitting  in  a  hotel 
with  a  Bible  in  her  hand.  She  had 
found  it  in  her  bedroom,  and,  opeaing 
tt  at  random,  had  hit  upon  the 
Twenty-Third  Psalm.  "The  Lord  is 
my  shepherd,"  she  read,  "I  shall  not 
want.  He  maketh  me  to  U«  down 
in  green  pastures:  He  leadeth  me  be- 
side- sUll  waters."  She  accejitsd  the 
omen.  She  was  cheered  and  com- 
forted. She  became  -at  once  mors 
composed.  • 

Before  she  settled  down  at  Camdsm 
Place,  Chlslehiirst.  with  the  exiled 
Emperor  olid-  the  dlsinherttad  >son. 
there  were  many  bitter  experiences  to 
be  suffered.  But  the  Empras  be- 
haved with  extraordinary  refwlptlon 
and  resignation.  Napoleon  only  lived 
a  few  months  in  England.  These 
were  occupied  with  feverish  plottings 
for  a  returh  to  power. 

But  death .  cut  short  all  such  hopea 
In  the  early  dajrz  of  1879  operations 
were  performed.  The  Emperor  might 
have  -^llved  for  years  without  them, 
but  it  was  necessary  that  he  should 
be  able  to  mount  a  horse  upon  his 
re-entry  into  Paris.  He  sank  under 
them  and  died. 

From  now  onwards  the~  Empren 
lived  a  qulejt,  uneventful  .life  for  many 
years.  She  watched  her  boy  grow  up 
with  mixed  feelings  of  pride  and  oad- 
ness.  She  still  hoped  to  see  him  In 
reality,  as  he  was  In  name.  Napoleon 
IV.  He  was  a  ,son  of  whom  /a 
mother  could  reasonably  be  proud. 
Hut  again  her  hopes  were  dashed  to 
the  ground.  The  Prjnce  obtained  per- 
mission from  the  British  Government 
to  go  out  to  Zululand  and  to  see  as 
much  as  he  could  of  the  campaign  of 
1879.  In  June  of  that  year  her  was 
killed  In  a  trifling  skirmish.  Onoe 
more  tha  hand-  of  Fate  lay  heavy 
upon  the  once  envied  Empress 
Eugenie. 

In  1880  she  visited  her  boy's  death 
place  in  South  Africa,  and  next  year 
she  moved  from  Chislehurst  to  Farn- 
boroujgh,  where  amid  a  melancholy 
collection  of  relics  of  former  great- 
ness, the  Empress'  "passed  into'  old 
uge.  At  flrst  much  of  her  time  was 
Hpent  at  the  memorial  chapel  which 
she  built  for  her  son.  But  gradually 
she  began  to  interest  herself  in  local 
life.  She  was  seen  at  Aldershot  and 
In  the  vlIIage~dnrafnT>6rougK,  where 
her  charity  and  kindness  won  her  the 
affectionate  goodwill  of  all. 

Qoeen  Victoria's  fYleudshlp 

Queen  Victoria  was  always  her 
friend — even  more  than  a  friend.  The 
two  bereaved  queens  mingled  their 
griefs,  and  a  warm  affection  sprang 
up  between  tbom. 

Once  in  her  clotting  years  the  hoUse 
ut  Farnborough  was  thrown  open  for 
a  royal  reception,  which  revived 
memories  of  the  Second  Empire. 
This  was  in  1907.  when  she  enter- 
tained the  King  and  Queen  of  Spain, 
for  whose  eldest  child  she  stood  god- 
mother. 

Before  the  Great  War  she  visited 
Paris  repeatedly,  and  was  always 
treated  with  special  courtesy  by  the 
French  Government.  Outliving  all 
of  the  generation  of  statesmen  and 
sovereigns  who  had  seen  the  war  of 
1870-1.  she  survived  to  see  the 
triunvph  of  that  great  France  which 
she  loved  In  the  peace  of  Versailles.

celibate,  is  a  somewhat  scarce  variety. 
He  is  an  abnormal  being.  This  does 
not  mean  that  he  is  a  morbid  speci- 
men of  the  human  family.  He  is 
merely  a  "deviate  type"  from  the  nor- 
mal, like  a  color-blind  person  or  a 
giant. 

Generally  speaking,  tha  man  who 
is  incapable  of  falling  in  love  is  un- 
emotional, or  cold-natured  and  self- 
centrad.  The  bachelor  who  has  been 
disappointed  in  love  Is  often  over- 
flowing with  affection  and  sympathy. 
He  is  a  typical  born  uncle,  with  a 
number  of  nephews  and  nieces,  some 
related  by  birth  and  others  adopted. 
The  altruistic  bachelor  is  frequently 
a  philanthropist,  an  ardent  social  re- 
former, and  a  loyal  friend.  Deprived 
of  conjugal  and  parental  love,  he  dis- 
covers a  compensation  in  deeds  of 
kindness  and   generosity. 

The  bachelors  by  choice,  the  Don 
Juans  and  Lotharios  that  abound  in 
civilized  communities,  are.  sldora  al- 
truistic. Many  of  them  are  over- 
indulged only  sons. 

-  They  are  the  congenital  amorists, 
philanderers,  and  the  intriguers,  who 
skip  from  flower  to  flower,  sipping 
honey  without  enduring  the  necessary 
restrictions   and    inhibitions   of   family 


The  art  of  boxing  has  progressed 
along  more  scientific  lines  since  |rloves 
have  taken  the  place  of  the  bare 
knuckles;  the  modern  boxer  thinks 
himself  far  superior  to  his  predeces- 
sors In  footwork,  variety  of  punches, 
and  ringcraft.

Nowadays  there  Is  much  more  con- 
sideration for  the  comfort  of  specta- 
tors than  formerly;  the  ring  hastily 
pitclied  in  the  open,  the  bundles  of 
straw  as  seata  for  the  "Corinthians." 
the  "ring  keepers"  armed  with  whips 
to  keep  back  the  crowd,  and  the  con-' 
stant  dread  of  a  raid  by  the  "Peelers" 
have  been  replaced  by  plush  seata. 
printed  programmes,  arc  Ughta,  offi- 
cials In  evening  dress,  and  the  benevo- 
lent  acquiescence    of   the    authorities. 

But  with  all  this  evidence  of  a  pro- 
gressive spirit,  there  remains  much 
connected  with  boxing  that  is  as  anti- 
quated and  out  of  date  as  the  spotted 
blue  handkerchief  to  which  Jem  Bel- 
cher gave  his  name  and  a  vogue. 

One  atill  sees  a  boxer's  ears  twisted 
in  order  to  bring  him  round  after  he 
has  been  knocked  out;,  between  the 
rounds,  two  or  three  assistants  crowd 
round  each  corner  and  produce  ah  in- 
efficient and  often  misdirected  stream 
of  air  on  the  face  of  their  principal 
with  the  help  of  a  towel;  the  sponge, 
the  "caustic  stick,"  and  a  bit  of  plas- 
ter are  the  only  accessories  for  "first 
aid"  that  more  than  200  years  of  pu- 
gilism have  evolved.

Lewis,  one  wonders  that  boxers  have 
so  long  neglected  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  resources  of  a  profession  that 
has  made  even  greater  strides  along 
the  road  of  progress  than  that 
achieved  by  the  "noble  art." 

How  often  a  blow  on  tha  nose 
causes  considerable  loss  of  blood  to 
the  recipient  for  the  rest  of  the  flght 
and — what  is  more  Important — by 
blocking  his  nostrils  with  blood  dote 
and  the  Swollen  mucous  lining  of  the 
nose.  Interferes  with  his  breathing  and 
handicaps  him  at. every  turn! 

And  yet  how  simple  the  remedy! 

A  spray  of  cocaine  and  adrenalin 
solution — the.  bleeding  is  stopped,  the 
mucous  membrane  snrinks  and  allows 
the  free  passage  of  the  air,  and  the 
pain  of  the  injury  is  deadened.

In  the  new  school,  as  Inspector 
Amtey  sees  it.  thara  shall  be  no  waste 
of  effort,  no  purposeless  labor,  but 
every  child  shall  be  helped  to  develop 
his  own  individuality.

Un- 
der the  guidance  of  Mr.  Flaming  the 
students  examined  the  splendid  oollec- 
tien  of  native  birds  and  received  many 
hinta  which  will  enabla  them  to  do 
better  classroom  work  next  year. 

To  make  the  most  of  the  material 
and  opportunity  available  was  the 
leason  taught  by  Dr.  Kern  on  Wednea- 
day  afternoon  in  his  lecture  on  Vehool 
and  Home  Sanitation  and  Decoration. 

For  fifteen  years  the  lecturer  said 
he  had  aa  a  school  Inspector  Ii^ored 
to  make  conditions  in  rural  districts 
more  tolerable  and  the  pictures 
thrown  on  ^e  screen  showed  that 
in  many  cases  great  advancement  had 
been  mdde.  If  tha  soil  nnd  oUmata 
rendered  outdoor  improvement  difB' 
cult,  there  waa  no  reason  why  tha  in- 
aide  of  the  schoolroom  and  the  home 
should  not  be  made  more  beautifuT. 

It  happened  aometimca  that  tha 
ratepayera  did  not  want  to  build  a  naw 
aehoelbouae  becauae  consolidation  was 
pending.  In  such  a  case  the  Interior 
oould  be  made  more  comfortable  and

So- 
cial entertainments  bad  fumisbad 
money  for  the  purchase  of  bookcases 
and  the  few  good  and  well-framed 
l^lptures  a  schoolroom  needs. 

Ventilating  systems  suitable  to  cold 
climates  had  been  inatalled  Inatead  of 
the  box  stove  of  foAner  days.  This, 
however,  was  chiefly  In  the  new 
schoolhousea.  Sometimea  nature  work 
was  utilized  In  decoration.

VISITS  SHIPYARD 


LONDON,  Aug.  6. — Th«  selection  of 
H.R.H.  Prince  Arthur  of  Connaught 
as  Governor-General  of  the  Union  >of 
South' Africa  if  universally  regarded  }n 
Great  Britain  as  a  step  towards  fur- 
ther cementing  of  the  inter-Empire 
bonds.  No.  successor  to  Viscount 
Buxton  could  have  been  named  who 
is  better  known  or  more  popular 
among  Britons  overseas. 

In  Canada  Prince  Arthur  is  vridely 
Icnown  from  the  fact  that  his  illas- 
trous  father,  the  Duke  of  Connaught, 
acted  as  Governor-General  from  1911 
to  1916,  doing  much  in  that  period  to 
strengthen  the  ties  linking  the  Doqiin- 
lon  to  the  Mother  Country.  The 
Prince  further  endeared  himself  with 
thtf  Canadian  Corps  in  France,  serv- 
ing as  a  Staff',  Officer  at  Corps  Head- 
quarters. In  other  overseas'  portions 
of  the  Empire,  he  is  equally  well 
kno\^  and  admired,  so  that,  as. some 
observers  have  remarked,  he  is  emin- 
,  ently  fitted  to  represent  in  South 
Africa  not  only  Great  Britain  proper, 
but  all  of  the  Dominions  as  well. 

Through  his  extensive  travels  Prince 
Arthur  has  acquired  an  Intimate 
knowledge  of  world  4iffairs.  His,  g^sat 
popularity,  his  well-proved  gifts  of 
tact  and  address,  which  have  carried 
him  through  more  than  one  trying 
situation  successfully,  and  his  nnl- 
versally  recognised  ability,  are  ad- 
mitted by  the  British  press  to  more 
than  justify  his  appointment. 

MUltary  CavMi- 

From  Eton  he  passed  through  the 
regular  course  at  Sandhurst,  Jnd  in 
1901  was  gazetted  to  the  7th  Hussars. 
At  the  end  of  that  year  he  went  to 
South  Africa  in  charge  of  a  draft,  but 
saw  little  of  the  guerilla  warfare  of 
the  closing  stages  of  the  fighting  with 
the  Boer  Republics,  for  he  contracted 
dysentery  and  was  Invalided  home.  In 
Ihe  following  year  he  bedLme  ^11 
lieutenant,  and  received  His  captaincy 
In  the  Scots  Greys  after  a  period  of 
service  with  tha  Royal  Horse  Artillery 
battery  attached  to  the  Cavalry- 
School. 

But  his  position  as  almost  the  only 
available  English  prince  rendered  it 
Impossible  for  )ilm  to  continue  un- 
interrupted by  the  military  duties  ob 
which  his  heart  was  set.  In  Decem- 
ber, 1904,  h«  was  sent  by  King  Ed- 
ward to  Rome  to  attend  the  christen- 
ing of  the  infant  Prince  of  Pledmaat, 
and  from  that  time  there  is  hardly  a 
country  of  the  Old  World  he  has  not 
visited  In  the  falfllment  of  the  duties 
delegated  to  him,  while  the  acedaslon 
to  the  thrtme  of  his  cousin  doubled 
the  burden  of  his  ceremonial  duties, 
of  which  the  Prince  of  Wales  was 
then  too  younc  to  take  his  share.  By 
far  the  most  dlstlngaished  work  of 
delegation  which  Princd  Arthur  per« 
formed  was,  however,  done  at  home. 
During  the  absence  of  King  George  at 
the  Imperial  Durbar  in  India,  he  was 
appointed  -the  chairman  of  the  four 
Commissioners  of  State,  to  whom  was 
entrusted  the  enactment  of- the  formal 
work  that  is  usually  carried  out  by 
His  Majesty  tn  person. 

On  the  outbreak  of  the  Oteat  War 
Prince  Arthur  Joined  Lord  French's 
staff,  went  to  the  front  with  the  earli- 
est coatingents  and  was  mentioned  in 
despatches  and  awarded  the  CJL  and 
the  Croix  de  Guerre.  It  Is  aald  that 
the  list  of  crowns  he  might  have  had 
for  the  mere  atretehinc  out  of  his 
hand  is  by  no  metms  Short,  but  In  one

"In  1916,"  aays-thU  advertiaement, 
"we  borrowed  Jointly  with  France  100 
million  pounds  in  the  United  States. 
The  loan  falls  due  Ootober  next.  It 
hss  been  decided  that  the  whole  of  the 
money  raised  during  the  next  three 
months  by  the  sale  of  savings  certi- 
ficates shall  be  devoted  to  paying  off 
this  country's  share  of  th«  loan. 

"Tlie  repayment  of  this  debt  will 
assist  to  rectify  the  present  adverse 
American  exchange.  It  will  help  to 
reduce  prices  of  all'  the  essential  com- 
modities which  we  import  from  the 
United  SUtes.

lish Public  Finanoei,"  recently  pub- 
lished by  the  Bankers  Trust  Company, 
as  follows:  •  ^ 

War  Savings  Ccrtlllcates ' 

"The  War  Savings  Clubs  in  England 
were  one  of  the  finest  achievements 
of  British  war  finance.  The  general 
idea  was  adopted  in  our  own  cruntry 
after  we  came  into  the  war  in  the 
form  of  our  W.S.S.,  with  which  we- 
are  all  famill4r.  ^n  England  there 
were  many  group  purchasers,  neigh- 
borhood groups,  servant  groups, 
tradesmen  g^dups,  and  the  like. 
Sometimes  they  pooled  their  pur- 
chases and  'Offered  prizes  of  various 
kinds.  Then  when  a  permanent  war 
loan  came  out  theae  groups  used  their 
organizations  to  promote  the  sales  of 
bonds  among  their  numbers. 

"The  National  War  Savings  Com- 
inittee  was  inaugurated  by  the  British 
Treasury  in  February,  1916.  War 
Savings  Certificates  were  Immediately 
iasued,  and  the  National  Aommittee 
proceeded  to  set  up  'War  Savings 
Associations.'  Decentralisation  being, 
found  essential  to  the  schame,  Local 
Savings  Committees  wiere  organised 
'throughout  Great  Britain,  a  demo- 
cratic basis  therefore  being  Imparted 
to  the  scheme  from  the  'outset. 

"By  the  date  of  the  armistice  in 
November,  1918.  there  were  some 
eighteen  hundred  local  oommittees, 
14.000  official  agents  and  branches, 
and  40,000  associations  numbering  not 
less  than  five  million  members.  More 
than  a  quarter  of  a  billion  War  Sav- 
ings Certlflcatea  had  been  sold,  and 
the  sum  of  nearly  201  million  pounds 
(about  977  million  dollars)  had  been 
invested  in  the  certificates.  The  aver- 
age number  of  certificates  sold  month- 
ly had  been  9  million,  while  the  with- 
drawals were  approximately  only  ten 
per  cent  of  the  total  Issue.  The  amount 
outsttuiding  on  January  1,  1920,  was 
36T  million  pounds  (about  1,398  mil-
